Taste and Judgment

The surprising thing about the com-
ments gquoted abova ls not that they dif-
fer on questions of taste: It Is that they
differ on questions of fact. The coritic
Is at liberty to differ with all the world
and his wife concerning the Inspliation
In Stravinaky. the meaning of the "Ero-
Ien'" or the beauty of Frieda Hempel's
volee, But he Is no moré at liberty to
differ with the rest of the world on the
question of the structure of the Korngold
“Sinfonlatta'" than he ia at liberty to
differ on the quenstion of the alxe of the
audience. In musle there are a certaln
number of things which are matters of
pure fact—the technique of composition
and the technique of performance are In
this ontegory, More things, fortunately
for the critlie, nre matters of judgment:
thoy are the questions of meaning and
interpretation, of slgnificance and wvalue.
Finally, thers ira matters of taste. The
questions of fiact are bevond controverss:
the questlonn of taste are worth arguing
nbout, but It i not the function of the
critie to Impose his tuste or to rldleule
that of others. The matters of judgment
alone supply the material for musical
critiglam. And the justifieation of criti-
clem i{s In the soundness of the oritle's
judgment and the sensltlvencss of his
response to the music he hears, Nothing
more,

What Can Be Demanded

All that the reader can ask the oritle
fs that e make his prejudice clear, that
he be not vinlent nor ignorant, that he
be falr and generous. Al the eritic can
do In addition 1s to set himself not to
greate formulae for those who will not
think about muale, but to suggeat just
how rich and wonderful music may ba
i one ean hear and feel and think about
it intellizently. And as for disnerecine
with other critics, here Is the verdict of
W. J. Henderson, eritic of the New York
Sun: *'This writer does not care n far-
thing whether any one agrees witih lils
views or not, so long ns the other person
shows competoancy to form views of his
own to support them with reasons'
Whereunto: Amen!
